To the best of the undersigned's knowledge, no Office Action 
has yet been received in the above-identified application. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,742,686 (Finley) apparently relates to an 
apparatus for dynamic encryption of information including data, 
voice and graphics, comprising a RAM containing more than one 
distinct encryption and decryption programs and the information 
to be encrypted and decrypted and a first encryption processor. 
The programs comprise a code set whose members are executed 
serially by the first encryption processor, each member partially 
encrypting the information and being optionally repetitively 
executed. A data set in the RAM specifies order of execution of 
the code members and the number of times each member is executed. 

PCT International Publication No. 97/30575 (Coley et al . ) 
apparently relates to a system for enabling licensed software, 
comprising a client module attachable to a software application 
that is loaded on a computer having access to a public network.

containing software application license records. The client 
rr.cdule communicates with the license server over the public 
network to determine the existence of a license record 
corresponding to the software application.
